O rthodox observers still 
observe two days for the New Year to 
m ake a distinction betw een th e Inhab­ 
itan ts of Palestine and all others, but 
Reform Jew s have retu rn ed to the old­ 
er m ethod of a single day. 
T h e day 
begins at sunset, a m ode of reckoning 
th at is supported, traditionally, by the 
Biblical story of creation, in which the

T h e year is 5678, counting from 
the traditional time of the creation of 
the world. 
T he Bible enjoins the celebration of 
the New Year in the book of Leviticus, 
ch ap ter 23, and N um bers, c h ap ter 29.

ters here did not delay m atters, but

of soldiers.

■ear ch od high and low for traces of 
bandits, but found none.

PRIVATE SMITH IS DROWNED 
WHILE SWIMMING IN RIVER 


Was Member of Thirty-seventh Infan­ 
try Band and Well Liked by All 
Who Knew Him In Laredo.

o’clock, when he m et w ith an accident 
th at alm ost cost him his life either 
by com ing in co n tact with the live 
wires or from being precipitated a d is­ 
tance of ab o u t forty feet headlong to 
the cem ent sidew alk below w here he 
w as working. 
Ruiz and several other em ployes of 
the electric com pany were at work on
